Voter 
registration forms that are mailed or completed online must be received by 
Oct. 25, and we encourage you to check your registration information today 
at VoteWA.gov. After Oct. 25, you must visit your local elections office or 
voting center during regular business hours and until 8 p.m. on Election Day 
to register to vote or update your registration and receive a ballot.

Once you have completed your ballot, be sure to sign the return envelope. This is important, as 
election officials verify your signature matches the one on your voter registration file before they can 
count your ballot. Then, send your ballot via U.S. mail — no postage needed. Remember, all ballots 
must be postmarked by Nov. 2 in order to be counted. The U.S. Postal Service recommends that 
you mail a week before Election Day. You can also return your ballot using an official ballot drop box 
anywhere in the state. Drop boxes are open until 8 p.m. the day of the election. Check VoteWA.gov 
to locate a ballot drop box.

By voting, you are ensuring your voice is heard. Make an impact in your community and our state by 
voting this fall.

We encourage using 
this pamphlet to help you decide.

If you cannot 
personally return 
your ballot, let only 
people you trust 
deliver it for you.

Passage of Proposition No. 1 would allow the 
Republic School District to replace an existing 
educational programs and operation levy that 
will expire at the end of calendar year 2022.  The 
taxes collected by this replacement levy will be 
used to pay expenses of educational programs 
and operation that are not fully funded by the 
State of Washington, including, but not limited 
to, music, athletics and early childhood learning.  
Further information is available at the District’s 
website https://www.republic309.org/.

The proposed three-year replacement levy 
would authorize collection of taxes to provide up 
to $495,000 each year from 2023 through and 
including 2025.  The tax levy rate required to 
produce these levy amounts is estimated to be 
$1.47 in 2023, $1.46 in 2024, and $1.44 in 2025 
(estimated levy rate per $1,000 of assessed 
value).  The exact tax levy rate and amount to 
be collected may be adjusted based upon the 
actual assessed value of the taxable property 
within the District and the limitations imposed by 
State law at the time of levy.  Exemptions from 
taxes may be available to certain homeowners.

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Argument For
The Replacement Educational Programs and 
Operation Levy is not an additional tax, but a 
continuation of the existing levy. It is a three year 
levy starting in 2023. The new levy will ensure 
the daily operation of our school's programs. 
These programs include music, athletics and 
early childhood development as well as other 
educational programs and operating expenses.

The tax pays for the gap between state funding 
and the cost of our current programs.
